We pafled through the gut of Gibraltar on
the 22d of April ; nothing of moment oc-
curred until Saturday 20th May, when in
lat, 40, N. long. 39, 30, W. having Nlrong
breezes of wind at S, E, and E. S, E. and
1ainy weather, at 10 A. M, took in toyals,
top-gailant Rudding-fails, fore and mizen top-
gallant-fails, yibs, ftayfails and mainfail—at
mendiany wind and weather continued as be-
fore. mentioned—at 1 P. M. the 211, the
fore-top-mafl  ftudding.fail halyards parted,
the Qtudding fail tell overboard, filled with
water, and cariied away the fudding fail
boom—we took in lower ftudding-fail fpank-
ery and mizen top-fail, by which time it be-
came f{qually, and we immediately clewed
down fore and main top-faily und let fly the
theets—the wind fhifted in an inftant from
E S. E. to S, W. and although the helm
was hard to weather, we could not get the
fhip before the wind, but was inftantly hove
on her beam ends—cvery perfon on  hoard
the fhip being now on deck, reached either
the bottom or fide of the thip and there held
on.  We fecured an axe, and immediately
cut away the weather lanyards of the fhrouds,
malts and long-boat, which being done, the
hhip righted, being full of water, her hatches
off, chelte, water.cafks, &c, drifting amongft
the wreek ; the guns, anchors, camboofe, and
every article on deck, we hove overboard to
lighten the fhip, and endeavoured to clear the
wreck of f{pars, rigging, &c. which lay beat.
ing againft her to windward : but our efforts
were in vain, the ftarboard lanyarde of the
(hrouds being deep under water, and faft to
the fhip, & the fea making a continual breach
over her : during this time the long boat lay
beating among the wreck of fpars, &c. bot-
ton up, ihe pinnace being wrecked entirely
to pieces, except the keel, and about 3 ftreaks
of the boaids of the bottem, lay in the fame
fituation as the long boat, and the ftern boat
lymg at a fmall diftance from the fhip, full
of water, with her gunwales tore off, butts
ftarted, and Pern about half ftove in, it was
witlr the utmoft difficulty that we bajed her
out and kept her fo far free as to enable us
to get a rope faft to the long boat, by which
we hauled the long boat along.fide the hip,
turned her over, and found her to be badly
ftove, her gunwales and ftern broke entirely
